As 25 per cent of the receipts goes to the 
Exposition the concessionnaires supposed that 
the authorities would do all they could to help_ 
them earn money. Instead of this they claim 
that the evident intention of the management 
isto deprive them of what they regard asa 
right. 

This order of Chief Burnham’s is a sort of 
last straw. Ever since the plaisance was 


opened & steady stream of complaint has 


poured in from the concessionnaries. Some 
grievances were adjusted, others were 


smoothed over, and some were neglected | 


altogether, so say the foreigners. 

For weeks there have been grumblings and 
mutterings; now the storm has broken. The 
threat is no idle one. From the French cider 
press to the Ferris wheel there is but one tale 
to tell—they will close for good if Burnham’s 
order is carried out. 

The order did not reach the most of the 
concessionnaries until. after 7 o’clock last 
night and it almost caused a cessation of 
business on Midway Plaisance. As manager 
after manager read it and understood its import 
he sought his neighbor to. discuss this new 
move of the directory. To say that the order . 


aroused indignation is putting it too mildly. - 


It aroused a feeling of the retaliatory kind, 
The proposal to close had no originator, it 
seemed to be spontaneous.

“This is no bluff. 
Midway -will close from end to end, and close 
for good, if that order is carried out. After 
our expenditure’ we shall suffer large loss— 
yes, but we have already -lost so much 
through the bad management and dilatoriness 
of the authorities that we can hardly hope 
ever to get a return from our present invest- 
ment. Now that the thing has fairly come 
up Idon’t know whether it would not be 
cheaper for us to close any way. Every pos- 
sible disadvantage has been thrown in our 
way from the start and now that weare begin- 
ning to pick up a little there comes this order 
telling us that the lights will be shut off.

Offered to Putin a Plant. 


Three months before the Fair opened I of- 
fered to subscribe $50,000 in order to have 
our own electric lighting plant here on Mid- 
way, as we wished to be assured of light at all 
times. ‘The authorities refused the offer, say- 
ing that there would be ample arrangements 
made to supply us from the Exposition 
power-house. This is not done, because 
the Exposition is short of power. 
It is but another of the petty 
annoyances under which we have labored, 
but it will be the last. A meeting of conces- 
sionnaires will be held in my office at 9 o’clock 
Tuesday morning, at which Mr. Burnham 
will be present and the whole matter will be 
taken up.

Many are of remarkable refinement’ 
and beauty, aud nearly all show by. thedress 
and jewelry that the originals must have: been 
people of wealth.

The 
paintings are executed in, wax or encaustic 
and a few are in distemper. All are painted 
on thin boards, There are also shown a few 
embroidered portraits, which show ‘hat the 
0 om of that time had a fine appreciation of 
color.

Charity was the encom passing-subject which 
occupied thoughtful men and women at the 
World’s Congress yesterday in the Art Insti- 
tute.. The Hall of Columbus was thronged 
when the 10 o’clock session began. Presi- 
dent C, C. Bonney formally opened the Inter- 
national Congress of Charities, Correction, 
and Philanthropy with a fitting eulogy of 

charity. : 

Prayer was offered by the Rev. J. G. John- 


son. 

President Bonney said in part: 

Nearly every State in the Union and all the 
leading countries of the world have sent their 
delegates to this congress which opens today 
under such favorable auspices. These delegates 
have come at their own expense and at a 
sonal inconvenience to take part in deliberations 
which have fortheirend the quensage of ideas 
that the benefactions of those who wish to further 
the interests at once of the erring and ignorant 
and of the community may be more wisely be- 
stowed. 

Mrs. Palmer was then introduced and said 
in part: 

My only excuse for speaking, in view of the tich 
and varied program before you, is that women 
have taken so ome a part in the work of 
charity and the deli remap = of the Auxiliary 
Congress. Some attention should be called to 
this fact. While men have ¢ome forth to protect 
the country, women have come to the front to 
care for the sick and wounded.

Prof. Francis G. Peabody of Harvard Uni- 
versity was the orator of the morning. He 
was received with applause when introduced 
by Mr. Wines, and announced his subject as 
“The Problem of Charity.”’ He said it was 
not the congress that madethe greatest name 
for itself that was the most important, but the 
congress of self-sacrifice, the one content to 
be unknown if only the world cowld be 
made better by its service. inui 
speaker said in substance: 

The fundamental law of the naturalist is said 
to be the survival of the fit; the much more 
fundamental law of the charity workers is the 
revival of the unfit—and this revival of fitness to 
survive in the degraded and outcast, the unfortu- 
nate and defeated in the compotition .of life is 
the new science for whose transforming power 
the world is waiting. I do not come with an 
word of practical advice, I do not propose to of- 
fer counsel. And yet it may be well to pause end 
give a quiet look over the whole range of the 
work you have given your lives to. 

Whatisthis phenomenon of charity? What 
the hature of service? The problem of charity is 
vastly larger than is supposed. The sphere of 
charity has been bounded by the practice of 
‘almsgiving for temporary relief. It has needed 
but two élements—a tender heart and the 
mendicancy of the receiver. 


New Ideal Introduced. 


With the growth of Christianity there has come 
a new ideal—the sense of value of the human 
soul, Poverty was no longer a bar to brother- 
hood, but rather an invitation. Still the beauti- 
ful impulse had its evil, for poverty w on 
what it fed. The world’s workers had to feed an 
ever growi class. A change was t¢ come in 
charity, but it came slowly. The new phases of 
industrial life, the greater complexity of social 
life, inventions, and the like made a new environ- 
ment and demanded new methods of relief. 

The scientific mind fastens on the capacity of 
the love of man. The old charity was simply the 
unrefiecting expression of pity ; the new directs 
this emotion along economical lines. The old 
was temporary relief; the new continuous educa- 

ion. It is better charity to find work than to re- 
ieve want; better to teach a trade than to teach 


mendicancy. 

Charity is a two-fold problem. On the 
one hand is the spiritual ideal 
and on the other e mechanism 
of modern life—ethics as applied to economics. 
The problem demands two elements—the motive 
and the method. Ethics supplies the one and 
économics must dictate e other. Charity 
should be business-like and at the same time not 
devoid of heart. All true philanthropy has an 
economic value, Benevolence has a legitimate 
place in the business world. ) 

Scattered chariy runs the risk of duplications 
and omissions. There should be complete under- 
standing between all workers. |

A COMPULSORY ARBITRATION BILL. 
There comes up today in the House on third 
reading Representative Barton's bill ‘tin re- 


lation to arbitration between. employers and 


employés.” Itis believed that it will pass 
and that an effort will be made to get it 
through the Senate. The time is short, how- 
ever. 


The bill provides that if there be a dispute 


between employer and employés either side 
may appoint an arbiter and notify the other 
of the fact. If the party of the nd part 
appoints one then the Judge of t County 
Court becomes the third member of the 


board. In case of a failure or refusal to ap- . 


point then the County Judge selects some one 
to fill the place. ‘‘ The decision of a majority 
of said board shall be binding upon all parties 
concerned,.”’ These arbitratots are given 
power to administer oaths and call for such 
persons, books, and papers as they may think 
ought to be before them, but if an employer 
thinks he would be injured by having pub- 
licity given to any matters which may be in- 
quired into that part of the inquiry may be 
cofiducted secretly. 

After a decision has been filed in the County 
Court it operates for one year as an injunc- 
tion and restraining order on both employer 
and employés. The former— 

Shall stand enjoined from employing any other 
men until he has first given all of those who 
were employés at the beginning of the trouble an 
opportunity to resume work in accordance with 
or on the terms and conditions named in the de- 
cision of the arbitrators. But he need not wait 
longer than two full days after a copy of the de- 
cision has been given to both employer and em- 
ployés for such old employés to present them- 
selyes to go to work. After said two days he can 
employ whom he pleaggs. . . . By giving them 
two weeks’ notice in advance he may discharge 
not to exceed one-tenth of his employés work 
in the same line in any one month and fill their 
places with new employés. 

All employés who refuse to accept the de- 
cision of the arbitrators and go back to 


work— 

Are enjoined from persuading, intimidating, 
molesting, annoying, or interfering with any per- 
son or persons who may go to work or be em- 
ployed to work in pursuance of such decision. 


How would such a law as-this work in the 
case of the present strike of the Lemont 
quarrymen? The difference or dispute there 
is about wages. The employers say they can- 
not pay what they have been doing because 
poor business will not allow them td do so. 
The men say they will not take the wages 
offered because they are too low. Supposing 
the quarrymen appoint an arbitrator and their 
employers refuse to do so. Thereupon the 


Cook County Judge appoints one for them, - 


and the Judge and his associates proceed to 
investigate to find out what wages ought to be 
paid. Supposing a majority of them decided 
that the old wages were fair and ought not to 
be reduced. Then. according to the 
terms of this bill the owners of 
guarries would be enjoined for a 
year from setting men at work getting 
out stone, unless they were paid the wages de- 
trators. But the bill does not dontain a sim- 


ilar provision relating to the employés. It 


does not say that if the latter refuse to accept 
the decision of the arbitrators in case they 
think the reduction of wages is proper they 
must return to work, or rather that they must 
not work for a year for any une except the 
old employer, provided he is willing to take 
them back on the terms laid down by the ar- 
bitrators.

your benefit.”” After it has been declared 
unconstitutional these demagogues will say, 
“ We did all we could, but the courts are 
against you.” 


ELECTROLYSIS OF WATER PIPES. 

Several weeks ago Tus Tripunz referred to 
the rapidly decomposing action of electricity 
on gas and water pipés near buried electric 
wires or the tracks of electric railroads. The 
matter has been discussed by experts with the 
result that several new points in the investi- 
gation are brought out. Mr. C, H. Morse, In- 
specter of Wires at Cambridge, Mass., reports 
a vast amount of damage in the territory he 
is watching. Lead pipes disappeared in six 
or eight weeks, Iron, plain and galvanized, 
and brass were tried with the same result. 
Even . “rustless iron’’ rusted rapidly. The 
wires used to convey the burrent also rust 
away rapidly, with the result of great loss to 
the electric companié¢s as well as to those who 
must pay for new gas and water pipes. 

The effect is serious, but the cause issimple. 
Insome places the current is made to flow 
one way through the ground, and naturally it 
selects the more perfect conductor in the 
metal of the pipe where that is available. In 
other cases the current goes one way along a 
conducting wire and the other way along the 
tails, but when the conductivity of these is 
impaired by rust or otherwise imperfect con- 
nection the gas or water pipe becomes the 
route. The current takes the most perfect 
conductor that comes in its way, and the bulk 
ofthe mischief would seem to be done when 
leaving it. The greater resistance then en- 
countered develops heat, and when water is 
present a portion of itis decomposed, with 
the result of rapid rusting to the metal at that 
point. 

Mr. Morse. estimates-the loss ot electric 
power at 10 to 20 per cent. That from the 
deterioration of pipes must be even/greater. 
He says also he knows of no way by~which the 
singlé troliey wire system can be used and 
overcome this difficulty without putting up an 
immense amount of overhead return wires, 
through which the resistance will be reduced 
to almost nothing. To this the Los Angeles 
Times suggests that the difficulty may be ob- 
viated as follows: Do not reverse the current, 
as has been done in some cases, but let it flow 
out over the wires as originally. Then con- 
nect the water mains with wires and lead these 
to the dynamo in the power-house. That will 
furnish a path for the current frithout wrench- 
ing it violently from the pipes. “ Furnish a 
good conductor for the current to leave on 
and the mischief will be obviated.” 

The matter isa highly important one, and 
not less for Chicago than for any other city in 
the United States. The trolley system is 
being introduced here and doubtless will be 


extended rapidly in the future. It should be |

When iron 
pipe is ‘oxidized by the current as mueh in 
five months as it would be by twenty-five 
years of average service it is time to demand a 
radical reform in methods on the part of the 
electric supply companies as a condition with- 
out which they cannot do business in the 
cities, eS . 


LESSONS OF AN OPEN SUNDAY, 
Cardinal Gibbons says in an interview on 
the Sunday-opening question : 

In view of the fact that many thousands of vis- 
itors to the Fair must be of the class who pay no 
respect to the religious character of the Bunday 
it seems a matter of common prudence to pro- 
vide them witha means of spending the day in- 
hnocently, instead of leaving them to their own 
inclinations and the numerous temptations cer- 
tain to be placed in their way. Then, again, it is 
a real hardship to deprive so many thousands of 
honest working peaple of their only opportunity 
to see the Fair. These and other reasons ead me 
to. believe that the Fair should be open Sunday 
afternoon, and that more evil will result from 
the Sunday closing than from the opening. 

Director-General Davis, after having studied 
carefully the attendance for the fitst and 
second open Sundays, says: **I foumd that 
many of those who came Sundays were the 
poorer people who could not attend other 
days.”’ A, 

These views and statements of the Cardinal 
and the Director-General were verified .day 
before yesterday when the Exposition was 
opened for the third Sunday. Many of those 
on the grounds could not afford to have - gone 
on a week day because it ould have meant 
the loss of wages. The fortunate opportunity 
of an open Sunday allowed them to go with- 
out that loss and also in many cases to take 
theit families with them. It is certain. that 
during the three last Sundays many have seen 
the Fair who will not see it again if Sunday- 
closing is ordered, and would not have seen it 
at all had there ‘been no exceptions to that 
rule. 3 
The good behavior of those at the Exposi- 
tion, some of whom belonged to chur¢hes and 
some not, is evidence that they were provided 
with “‘a means of spending the day inno- 
cently.”’ If it be a crime to keep pedple out 
of evil and not to lead them into the tempta- 
tion of the saloons and the gambling houses, 


‘ then the directors are great criminals, There 


were 98,300 persons at Jackson Park, and 
but one case of drunkenness was reported. Is 
not that calculated to encourage temperate 
and moral people? What other aggregation 
of 98,000 persons, so many of them men, 
made as good a record last Sunday? Can it 
be such a dreadful offense to provide people 
with enjoyments so innocent that they feel no 
desire to drink? | 

Three Sundays have shown that “ more evil 
will result from the Sunday closing than the 
opening,” and that the attempt of Congress 
to shut the gates on the first day of the week 
is in the interest of evil. Its legislation ‘is 
immeral legislation, and far from straining a 
point to sustain it a Judge should rather 
strain a point to set it aside. 


THE BRIGGS HERESY. 
The Presbyterian General Assembly is tak- 
ing bold ground in branding Dr. Briggs as a

Old Testament. It reaffirms the Presbyterian 
dictum of 1647 that Jehovah wrote the Songs 
of Solomon and the Book of Job. It reaffirms 
the claim that all the prophetic books of the 
Old Testament were written under inerrant 
inspiration from God, though it canmot deny 


that many of the “ prophecies ” ther¢in con- | 


tained have not been fulfilled. It maintains 
that the Book of Revelation was inspired 
by God, though that has beeh a puzzle to 
the theologians for some seventeen 
hundred years, and hardly any two ef them 
can agree as to its meanmg. Practically 
it indorses the belief of the Prestyterian 
fathers of 250 years ago that the last twelve 
verses given in the King James version of the 
gospel according to St. Mark were ispired, 
though it is now wgll established tha’ those 
verses are not found in the oldest manu- 
scripts, and the claim carries with it the idea 
that the monk who forged them not more 
than about a thousand years since was in- 
spired and directed by the Almighty to add 
them to the then existing version of Mark’s 
gospel. “Practically the assembly takes the 
ground that the compilers of the revised New 
Testament had no right to reject the story 
about the woman taken in adultery, amd the 
speech alleged to have been made by Christ 
on that occasion, with many other passages 
in the James version now believed to be er- 
roneous. The assembly goes further. It is 
not content with the declaration by Dr. 
Briggs that he believes all the ‘* Confession 
of Faith ’’ teaches in regard to the scriptures. 
It insists that heis wrongin taking aé¢count 
of any of the light which modern research 
has thrown upon those writings and: “their 
authorship. It holds that neither he nor any 
,one else has the right to notice manifest er- 
rors in certain writings, though those be the 
results of incorrect copying or willful inter- 
polations. ,

THE NEW BATTLESHIP, 

Another formidable fighter has been added 
to the American navy. Saturday last at 
Cramps’ yards in Philadelphia the battleship 
Massachusetts was launched, It is one of the 
three battleships provided for by the act of 
1890, the other two being the Indiana and 
Oregon, the latter now in process of construc- 
tion at San Francisco and the former recently 
launched, The . remaining battleship, the 
Iowa, authorized by the last Congress, yet has 
to be constructed. The Massachusetts is not 
one of the largest vessels of the world nor is 

it one of the fastest, but as a fighter it is one 
of the most formidable. Its speed will not be 
over 16 knots, this quality having been sacri- 
ficed in favor of its strength and power of 
resistance, In other words, it is the peer of 
any vessel afloat in thicktiess of armor and 
effectiveness of guns. : Sone 

The hull of the Massachusetts is of steel: 
Below the water line the outside plating is 
five-eighths of an inch thick and above the wa- 
ter line seven-sixteenths. The water line 
armor belt will be of Harveyized nickel steel 
18 inches thick, the redoubts at each end be: 
ing 17 inehes thick, these latter protecting 
the bases of the turrets, the revolving gear, 
loading apparatus, and other machinery. Its 
armament makes it notable among even the 
most powerful vesselg in the world. It will 
have four 13-inch, eight 8-inch,.and four 6- 
inch breech-loading rifles, twenty 6-pounder 
and four 1-pounder rapid-fire guns, four Gat- 


lings, and six torpedo tubes, and besides 


these weapons of destruction torpedo nets, 
range finders, search lights, torpedo boats, 
etc. Comparing the Massachusetts with the 
Hood of the English navy, the largest turret 
ship afloat, the Philadelphia Press says: 

The Hood has a tonnage of 14,150 tons, one- 
half more than the Massachusetts, but the Hood 
carries only four 67-ton euns. which is substan- 
tially the armament of the Massachusetts, and the 
eight 8-inch guns of the latter carry shot twice 
the weight of the ten G-inch guns on the Hood. 
The Hood has no heavier armor than the Massa- 


chusetts, or 18 and 17 inches. The English ves- 


sel made only 17 k#ots on ite trial trip, a half- 


knot less than the contract speod, while, judging 
from Cramps’ engines in the past, the Massachu- 
setts will probably exetedits contract speed by 
a half-knot or knot. -In-other words, the Massa- 
chusetts can engage the Hood on even terms, 
and yet the Hood has cost $4,750,000, and the

000, which armament.will raise to $4,000,000,

When the four battleships are constructed 
the Americah navy ill hhve’ four vessels as 
powerful as any fout in the.

Had it not been for oc niggardliness 
we should have had a fleet of battieships in 
process of construction as formidable as 
those ordered by Congress and ready to cope 
with anything that can be sent against us. 


THE LESSON OF THE WASHINGTON DIS-. 
ef | ASTER. , 
The generous-hearted people of Washington - 


and Baltimore are cotitributing for the relief 
of the families of the victims of the Ford’s 
Theater disaster. This is commendable, for 
many of these fam#blies undoubtedly will need 
help at once, and the Congress which is re- 
sponsible for the calamity by its stingineés is 
not in session. All the same at the bar of 
public opinion Congress is responsible for this 
calamity and should be forced to make repar- 
atiot®, It was notified of the unsafe condition 
of this building, but refused any appropriation 
to make it secure, It therefore virtually re- 
quired government clerks to work in a death- 
trap. It has spent millions of dollars on pub- 
lic buildings at localities where votes could be 
influenced, but in the District of Columbia, 
which has no votes, it has refused appropri- 
ations not only for Ford’s Theater but for 
several other buildings which are reported as 
unsafe. Ifa private individual had been re- 
sponsible for this criminal negligence he 
would have been brought to the bar of the 
courts, as Buddensiek was, and punished. The 
leaders in Congress who were the authors of 
this disaster cannot be punished except 
through the moral force. of public sentiment. 

Holmanism will be held responsible for 
this murder of twenty-four employés of the 
government and the mangling and crippling 
of scores of others. In the Fiftieth Congress 
the bill for appropriation for repairing was 


- killed by the Democratic conferrees in the 


House. In the Fifty-first Congress it suffered 
a similar fate. There waa no politics in it. 
In the last Congress Holmanism not only 
strangled the item in the appropriation bill 
for Ford’s Theater but for nearly every other 
public building which needed repairs. Hol- 
man economy did the work. It killed twenty- 
four men and left one of the governmental 
departments in almost inextricable confusion.

One such building stands 
here in Chicago. There have been repeated 
warnings of danger in the Chicago Postoffice, 
and yet nothing has been done to strengthen 
it. Does Congress propose to go on taking 
the chances until the slowly disintegrating 
building collapses as it did in the case of 
Ford’s Theater? j

There is reason to believe that in the clos- 
ing hours of the session the Speaker and his

Board of Trade Markets Score Declines 
Wheat the Weakest on the List—A bsence 
of Demand for Either Cash or Future 
Account=Crop Report Soon Forgotten= 
Cern Dull and Easier=A Liberal Move- 
ment—Oats Quiet and Provisions Life- 
less=Other Markets. : 


The stock market dropped into dullness and 
quotations showed a shade of heaviness. The 
people who bought stocks 20 or 25 points below 
the present prices are naturally ready to take 
their profits, and it is from that quarter that the 


- supply of stock is coming. There are still many 
‘investment buyers, but they are of the opinion 


that a reaction is due, and except for fractional 
lots there is not much investment demand. Every 
point that quotations go off, however, strikes a 
limit at which some orders have been putin and 
more stock is taken off the market. 

Those who hope for much higher prices ulti- 
mately should not desire to see the market in a 
different condition than it is just now; If it will 
react a few points it will enable brokers to exe- 
cute a great many orders that are on their cards 
and will take much stock out of the market. It 
is not a time for active speculative trading and 
the market will in the end be in a mitch better 
condition if the mgrket continues dull for @ 
while. The condition of the money market must 
positively prohibit speculative transactions of 
any large degree, and itisa fact that there is no 
speculation in the market. Theseverity of the 
recent decline has left many wounds, and it is 
much better for the future of the market to have 
quietness now with occasional reactions, which 
will encourage investment buying. 

The street railways opened without material 
change, but sagged slightly during theday. The 
first sale of West Side was at 163 regular and 
North Side opened at 221% forthe account. At 
the close prices had got down a point’ for West 
Side. North Side was heavier, the last account 
sale being at 218 and a sale of regtilar stock 
being made at the close at 213%. Inthe morn- 
ing there was a little short selling by traders 
who were anticipating a reaction. There is not 
much short stockin the market, however, and 
little attention need be paid to that phase. In- 
vestment buying continues by the people, who 
feel confident that present quotations aire exceed- 
ingly low on any basis of intrinsic value and 
who, therefore, are not much influeneed by the 
fact' that the stocks have gone up 25 or 30 

pone in a few days. It is the prac- 
— unanimous opinion ationg the 
udges of the market that much higher 
dt will ultimately be seen for these 
street railway stocks. Thereisa general dispo- 
sition, however, to advise customers to buy only 
on reactions, and the market just now is_ waiting 
for such a reaction. Itis hardly BF pygun en that 
there is to be any more such rapid removery as 
was seen last week. It is muchi:mere likely that 
the market will grow dull and ‘that there will be 
riods of advancing and then recedizg prices, 
ut those best able to judge are of the opinion 
that the tendency isto leave quotations higher 
after each fluctuation. 

Considerable New York Biscuit'stock came out 
yesterday. There was more of it offfred at 20 
than there was market for, and the steck closed 
at 19 Strawboard is also rather heavy and 
largely in sympathy with the low quotations for 
Biscuit stock. Traders are afraid t ho matter 
how prosperous Strawboard conditiogis may be 
now there must at some time come &@ situation 
when competition cannot be so well handled. It 

ow costing the Strawboard company a good 
donlet money to keep other mills from becoming 
dangerous competitors, and the question in the 
minds ofinvestors ie whether or not that can be 
indetinitely maintained without draiming the 
ny’s resources to such an extent that divi- 

pee ong might be endangered. As a matter of fact 
the present condition of Strawbgard affairs is de- 
cidedly favorable. Earnings compare favorably 
with any former period in the company’s history, 
and there seems to be no question but the divi- 
dend is much more than provided for by present 


earnings. 
With the perversity which they nave usually 
shown brewery stocks advanced shar ry y on the 
official announcement that no dividend would be 
paid. Brewing and Maiting common went up to 
30 and closed % point below that. The reason 
for the strength of the breweries is undoubtedly 
to be found in foreign buying. Liberal orders for 
English accounthave been executed during the 
recent extreme depression. Considerably more 
stock changed hands than appeared on the offi- 
cial sheet of Stock Exchange sales, in some 
cases too at lower prices. tt is said there were 
trades in several hundred shares of Milwaukee 
and Chicago common as low as 19.

BULLISH CROP REPORT DISCOUNTED. 


Early Strength Followed by a Good Decline 
~-Other Markets Narrow and Weak. 


Not for the first time in the history of the 
wheat trade was a bull crop report followed 
directly by a decline in the price. Many people 
were disappointed at the course of the market, 
which showed only a spasm of stréngth at the 
opening and subsequently ruled heavy and lower, 
closing 1@1<c off for the day, with July near 
the bottom at 66c and September 70\%c. The 
effect of a bullish crop report had been appar- 
ently discounted and there was no conspicuous 
short interest. Then, too, many looked 
at the favorable weather conditions all 
over the country end evidently concluded 
the government’s figures might be so 
modified as to suggest a plentiful yield after 
all, taken in conjunction with the big reserve of 
old wheat which will bg carried into another 
crop year. Private telegrams said harvesting is 
in progress in Missouri, with a good yield indi- 
cated. At no time was there any general demand 
for wheat, and the presence of two of the factors 
amy last week served to help the decline. 

hese were the foreign business and the financial 
situation. Export orders to buy were generally 
below the market, and only a small business was 
made known either here or atthe seaboard. In 
addition there was some distrust because of the 
close money market. The weakness during the 
last hour was due in part news of 
the failure of two smail savings banks in Kansas 
City and to embarrassment in other institu- 
tions. Earlier in the day was the discussion 
of the failure of an old-time commercial house, 
madé known =e ose of the week.
